THIRTY-NINTH ANNCOAL 


REPORT 


URING the past year, the Com- 
Inittee, either wholly or partially, 
have osssisted 215 persons to emigrate tuo 
the United States of America and the Co’o- 
nies, at an average cost of £2 18s. Ild. per 
head. Of these, Ixy went t» the United 
States, 16 to Canada, and 10 to Anstralia. 
Since the founcation of the Society, the 
total number of persons assisted represents 
7,710, 

The Committee take this opportunity of 
acknowledging the great services rendered 
to the Society by Mr. Walter Josephs, who, 
in consequence of advanced age, has resigned 
the office of Tressurer, which post he has 
occupied since the founoation of the Society. 
The Committee earnestly express the hope 
that Mr. Josephs mav still have many years 
before him of tranqvil happiness in the 
circle of bis family and friends. 

The Committee have much pleasure in 
stating that Mr. ‘Saston Foa has accepted the 
office cf Treasurer to the Society. It is with 
deep regret that the Committee have to 
announce the death of Mr. Henry Solomon, 
who was a Trustee and an act.ve member 
of the Society since its formation. 

The Committee gratefully acknowledge 
the receipt of a parcel of cl thing for emi- 
grants from the London Needlework Guild, 
per Mrs. Geraldine F. Halford. 

The Committee have taken great care in 
the selection of applicants in crder that 
those only should he helped who have 
reasonable prospects of earning a livelihood 
after their arrival in the lands of treir 
adoption. The Committee have exercised 
the greatest caution in sending emigrants to 
the United States, where legislative restric- 
tions are put into force against what is 
termed the “ pauper” cla s. 

M ny of the emigrants have seat letters 
expressive of their gratitude for the as-is- 
tance rendered them, and stating that they 
are in a fair way of earning an independent 
liveliho.d, 

Numerous applications are now in the 
hands of the Committee frm persous 
desirous of joining their rlatives and 
jriends abroad, where they have a fair 


chance of maintaining themselves from their’ 


own resources. The Commitee appeal wich 
confidence for funds to e.able them to 
continue their beneficent operations. It 
should be remembered that the people sent 
away by the Society are entirely removed 
from ever again seekiog the bounty cf the 
charitable in this country, and that the 
assistance once given them 1s final,

The annual elections of W ardens aud members of the Boards of Man- 
agement of the constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue will take 
place on Sunday. The triennial elections of Representatives at the Board 
of Deputies will be held at the same time. Less interest has been excited, 
in most cases, by the forthcoming proceedings than won'd otherwise have been 
the case, owing to most of the synagogues which contemplate using the oppor- 
tunity presented by the convention of the Council of Ministers having com- 
pleted their programme of suggested changes. Had the discussion of ritaal- 
revision followed, instead of preceding, the elections of Wardens and Com- 
mitteemen, Sunday’s proceedings would probably have been attended + Bom 
little excitement. As it is, the nomination-lists, as arule, show nothing more 
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than the languid interest usually exhibited at election time. In the case of 
the Hambro and Dalston Synagogues alone, out of a round dozen synagogues, 
is there any contest for the office of Warden. T'rom one point of view this 
circumstance is satisfactory, inasmuch as it shows that the present oflice- 
bearers are eflicient, and that the congregations do not willingly part with good 
men. (n the other hand it may be symptomatic of a feeble interest in the 
affairs of the synagogue on the part of the seatholders, and evince a 
general disinclination to make those personal sacrifices which synagogal 
office undoubtedly demands. More stiris to be noticed in the nominations 
for membership of Boards of Management, the duties of which call for a 
smaller degree of self denial, W ith the exception of the North 
London end the Hammersmith Synagogues, an average number 
of candidates offer themselves in every instance. In the _ case, 
however, of synagogues like the Great and the New West End, 
where there are burning questions before the members, the nominations are 
more than double the number of vacancies, At the Great Synagogue the 
masterly—some call it masterfal—policy of the two honorary officers has 
been arraigned in some quarters, and the congregation are asked to express 
their opinion on it at the polls. There has been a storm in a tea-cup over 
the question as to the prec'se spot in the synagogue where the mourners are 
to recite the Audidish. But the feeling which has been engendered by the 
inability of those rec'ting it to make the customory three steps backward, 
under the conditions imposed by the present Honorary Officers, strikes 
deeper than so trifl ng a matter itself woul! warrant. As to the New West 
End Synagogue, the eagerness for office is no doubt to be explained by the 
circumstance that the battle on the question of revision is not yet fought out 
in this congregation. Here the members of the Board of Management will 
be chosen with especial refererence to their views oa ritual change. 
— 

The fact remains that where no unusual question happens to be before 
the electora, the competition for office is not very brisk. As regards the 
office of Warden, competition is practically non-existent. This is not a 
satisfactory state of things. It isnot a valid plea to urge that efficient men, 
once in the saddle, ought not to be disturbed. Even capable administrators 
lose some of theirjcapacity by remaining in office too long. They get into a 
groove, and stick there. They become wedded, after a time, to old ideas and 
methods and part with their receptivity for newones. Iepresentatives of the 
congregation in name, they lose touch of the congregation at last, and on'y 
misrepresent it. This stagnation is something to be resisted energetically, 
The welfare of a synagogue depends upon a vigorous circulation being kept 
up in its governing body. There must be a constant flow of new members. 
It the old members do not recognise that necessity by discreetly retiring after 
serving ther time, it must be brought home t» them by the electorate. 
Bat if this is to be done, a keener desire for synagogal office must be mani- 
fested by the rank and file of the congregation, especially by the younger 
seatholders. The danger of the supply of trained workers for the community 
running short, to which our correspondent ‘ ¥’.” drew attention last week, 
isno chimera, At present veterans, who have honestly earned their dis- 
charge, are forced to remain in the ranks, because there are no eapable young 
men coming forward to take their place. The remark applies to the com- 
munal service generally, One way to remedy this evil is to make the 
synagogue, as‘ I*.”’ well suggests, the training ground for new workers. In 
addition to the Board of Management, which in itself offers a good opportu- 
nity for obtaining a knowledge of communal work, an organisation should 
be attached to each synagogue, whose business it would be to attend to such 
local requirements as the improvement of the Service, the care of the neigh- 
bouring poor and and sick, and the visitation of elementary schools attended 
by Jewish children. An organisation of this kind, besides being an exellent 
training school for communal workers, would also enlist alarge number -of 
new recruits for local service, seeing that it would offer varied opportunities 
of usefulness to suit various tastes and aptitudes. 

The desthof Mr. Solomon Sebag removes a remarkable personality. 
In his modest way Mr. Sebag was a scholar, though his labours were not 
productive. His ‘ Hebrew Grammar” was a very useful compilation, and 
it was a matter of regret that he declined to re-edit his little book. “ I 
am out of date,” he would reply, ‘a new book is wanted, and by a new 
hand.” Whether inthe Reading Room of the British Museum, or the 
Synagogue at Levis Marks, or at Covent Garden during the upera season, 
_ Mr. Sebag was a familiar figure, and his death will be sincerely lamented. 

Many old readers at the Maseum feel his absence as a distinct personal loss. 
Mr. Sebag was of a genial and friendly disposition which endeared him at an 
earlier period to his pupils, and in more recent times to his circle of acquaint- 
ances. lle was full of quaint fancies, he possessed a varied store of informa- 
tion, and could sing by heart nearly every air from all the favourite operas. A 
curious trait was his high-minded disinclination t» accept a service despite 
his readiness to confer one. He was as willing to guide a stranger at 
the Museum through the intricacies of the Catalogue as to officiate at Bevis 
Marks when his help was required. Mr. Sebag was, strangely enough, a man 
known intimately by none, and yet loved by many. 
Mr. Henry Lucas referred with no superfluous emphasis last 
the miserably inadequate Support which Jews’ College receives from the 
community, That an institution which trains ministers and teachers for the 
synagogues of the empire should be in a chronic state of pauperism is nothing 
less than a disgrace to the whole of English-speaking Jewry. The College, 
unlike eleemosynary societies, is the only specimen of its kind. It does s 
unique work; and the multiplicity of communal institutions cannot 
legitimate'y be pleaded as an excuse for not contributing to its funds. In 
7 — this very obvious fact the subscription list, besides having a 
smal! money-value, contains but a few names. Even that

absence. We have tried to discover some theory which will account for the 


communal indifference to the College, but without success, The malad 
seems to have laid hold upon the open-handed and the niggardly alike - the 
orthodox are infected by it no less than the progressionists. An energetic 
attempt must be made to arouse the communal conscience to a sense of its 
obligations to this important institution, What can other denominations 
think of a community which allows its one training-college for ministers to 
be in so impecunions a condition as to be dependent upon the liberality of 
its Senior Treasurer, Mr. Charles Samuel, for rescue from utter bankraptey 
and attendant collapse? It is to be hoped that Mr. Lucas’s appeal yil] 
bear good fruit. It is quite time that the College was saved once for gl| 
from a position which no one who values the reputation of the community 
can think of without a feeling of intense mortification. 


The current Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fand 
contains several interesting items, The excavations at Tell Il Hesy by Mr. 
Frederick Jones Bliss, B.A., were resumed last October with valuable 
results. A third town was discovered, with remains of buildings. In one 
of the buildings ruins of some interesting rooms were found. One room was 
paved with large bricks, and one part shut olf by a thin partition contained 
in the corner a mud oven. All the varieties of Amorite pottery were found, 
and red and black polished vases of all kinds, large deep bowls with four 
handles, and fragments of plates and dishes like our modern plates and 
saucers. Mr. Bliss considers that most of these relics are Jewish. He alao 
describes as Jewish a bronze or copper needle nearly five inches long and very 
thick. Certainly if such needles were used by our ancestresscs, the work 
could not have been of a very tine description, and even the aged could 
not have had much difficulty in threading this formidable implement. 
In a letter written from Jerusalem, Herr Schick describes the tomb 
which General Gordon believed to be that wherein Jesus was buried, and 
which now goes by the name of Gordon’s Tomb.  Jlerr Schick writes, “ The 
tomb was originally a rather small rock-cut Jewish tomb, bat became.-after- 
wards a Christiin tomb, not only by its being used again, but by being 
greatly altered. . .. Jewish tombs have always a comparatively siull 
entrance, and the places for the dead bodies are arranged so that each one is 
by itself, bat the Christian tombs are arranged collectively.” Herr Schick 
thinks that the original Jewish opening of this tomb was small, and was 
enlarged afterwards by Christians. Major Conder describes a strange 
coin that was sent to him for inspection, and which is similar 
to one in the possession of Dr. T. Chap'in. Oa one side of it are 
the Hebrew words signifying * Thou shalt have no other Gods before 
Me,” and on the other a head with a peculiar cap the convolu- 
tions of which suggesta horn. Major Conder does not think this medal isa 
forgery because * forgers would be well aware that Jewish coins do not give 
any representation of living forms, such being contrary to the Law. The 
letters being square Hebrew, cannot be older than the Middle Ages at most, 
while the head has a somewhat Byzantine appearance.” Major Conder 
thinks it “possible that the medal might belong to the Manichwan 
(;nosticism, which survived in the East to so late adate, The (Cnostics, 
as we know from Irenwuas, made use of Hebrew formu!x.” 


— 


It is a singular coincidence that just about the time when one of the 
metropolitan synagogues has replaced the traditional chanting of the 
Sabbath Musaph dy a plain monotone, this very chant should be selected 
for performance at a great choral festival as above all others typically 
Jewish and musically interesting. We refer to the Chuzonus, to which the 
“ Tikanto Shabbos” is usually intoned. It appears as a ‘ Hebrew chorale— 
The Desert Prayer” in the new sacred cantata, “Israel in the Wilderness,” 
expressly composed by Mr. Alfred R. Gaul, of Birmingham, for the Eighth 
Festival of the Tonic Sol-fa Association, to be held at the Crystal Palace 
on July ‘th next. It must be gratifying to the Rev. M. Hast, whose 
particular transcription of this Chazonus has been followed by Mr. Gaul, to 
have his version performed by a choir of the magnificent dimensions 
customary at the Crystal Palace. Nor is this the only Hebrew melody that 
will then be sung. Mr. Gaul has selected the ordinary Friday night 
Yigdal, known as ‘* Leoni,” as a representative theme to which to set the 
utterance at the Burning Bush. Since Thomas Olivers took down the 
tune from the mouth of the Chazun Leoni a hundred years 
ago, and roughly paraphrased portions of the Hebrew bymo 1? 
his “The God of Abraham praise,” the melody has come to be 
regarded as a leit-motir expressing those words, even as in synagogues 
the tune of Jimheiroh is expected to reca'l the idea of Passover, 
or the tune of “li Zion to bring the. Fast of Ab to mind. Mr. Gaul’s 
ingenious use of these themes is not an isolated instance of the interest 
recently shown in the traditional Hebrew melodies by non Jewish workers 
in the field of sacred music. It is understood that a well-known Jewish 
minister has been quite bombarded with letters of enquiry from (hbristian 


clergymen and teachers since the publication of his researches into the 
history of synagogue music. 7 |

Moved by the ardert desire of doing 
my share fn this direction, | opened on January Ist, 18/2, this Institution, 
supplying it with a good selection of books, written in the Russian, Jewish, 
Gierman, and English languages. The Library is open to all, daily from 
lam, to 1) p.m. Saturdays mcluded. [Tam very glad to say that the under- 
taking has been well appreciated by those whom it intends to benefit, and, 
taking the figures from my attendance book, Lam very pleased to stat that on 
the average 125 to 15) persons attended there, and the total number of the 
readers up to May Ist shows 12,000. For a short time after the opening of the 
Institution a supply of tea, sugar, and hot water was given daily to each 
reader, as it ‘is generally known that Russians are particularly fond of this 
beverage, but I exceedingly regret that, owing to want of room, this had to 
be discontinued, { ‘lasses have also been Open od In connection with this Institution, 
where those who apply are instructed in English, These classes are well- 
attended and very ably conducted. by Mr. M. Majeran. I had also made arrange- 
ments for girls’ classes to be held at the Library, but thanks to the zealous 
endeavours of Lady Magnusand Miss Adler, these have been transferred, with 
advantage, to more commodious premises in Great Prescot Street (the Gurls’ 
Club), where also workrooms are open to instruct those who so desire, in needle 
and other work. 

The expenses of the management of the: Library and Classes amount to 
{2 +a month. Glad as I am to incur this expense I must,: however, say that to 
give the Institution a firm and solid footing it is necessary that the interest of 
our wealthier brethren be gained for it, so asto mike it not dependent on the 
efforts of one individual. | therefore appeal most respectfully to all those 
whose hearts feel for their coreligionists, and who usually manifest the greatest 
interest in their well-being. to kindly pay a visit to the. Library, and finding 
the advantages it affords to the poor and destitute worthy of their kind co- 
operation, to munificently patronize and support it. Sach support is of urgent 
nece SSL “as it Is contemplated to enlarge the inadequate room by adding the 
ground floor premises to the body ot the Library, and thus enabling all to 
reap the benefit of the Institution and avail themselves of its good services. 

In conclusion I beg to tender my most heartfelt thanks to the Very Rev. 
the Chef Rabbi for the kinds words of counsel and mgr expressed by 
him when visiting the Institution, accompanied by Mrs. and Miss Adler in 
March last : also to Messrs. Marcus N. Adler, M.A.. and Elkan N. Adler. M..\., 
for the courtesy with which they attended the opening of the Library and the 
hooks they have been good enough to resent, A lara number of books 
arrived here from a Jewish noble of St. Petershure, to whom I here express 
my warmest thanks. Iam also very grateful to Mr. N.S. Joseph of the Russo- 
Jewish Committee, to whose kind interest in my undertaking I alluded 
in your valuable paper a fortnight ago. It was mainly due to his exertions and 
recommendation that £10 have been granted by a benevolent body in support 
of the English classes pro fem. and it is to be hoped that, finding their great 
advantages, they will consider it good to maintain and support them permanently. 
It is to be hoped that the time is near when in other districts of the metropolis 
such institutions will be called into life, thus raising the moral standard of the 
poorer classes.

ALMHOUSES. 
THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir.—Will some of your better-informed readers kindly inform me through 
the medium of your columns, how to proceed if wish to obtain ad- 
mittance for any aged persons into these Almhouses in Wellclose Square. — Tt 
might also be of use for the general public to know how this charity 1s being 
administered, as 1 am told that there is the utmost difficulty in procures 
admittance into one of the little houses, even though they remain empty oat Ai 
long time, as some of them now are. I have applied to Mr. Simmons. ng 
Manager, but cannot, for some reason or the other, exactly learn why for months, 
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than the languid interest uaually exhibited at election time. In the case of 
the Hambro and Dalston Synagogues alone, out of a round dozen synagogues, 
is there any contest for the office of Warden. ‘rom one point of view this 
circumstance ia satisfactors. inasmuch as it shows that the present oltice- 
bearers are efficient. and that the congregations do not willingly part with good 
men. ()n the other band it may be symptomatic of a feeble interest in the 
affairs of the synagogue on the part of the seatholders, and evince a 
general disinclination to make those personal gacrilices which synagogal 
office undoubtedly demands. More stiris to be noticed in the nominations 
formembersbhip of Boards of Management, the duties of which call for at 
emaller degree of self-denial. With the exception ot the North 
London snd the llammersmith Synagogues, an average number 
of candidates offer themselves in every instance. In the case, 
however, of synagogues like the Great and the New West ind, 
where there are burning questions before the members, the nominations are 
more than double the number of vacancies. At the Great Synagogue the 
masterly—some call it masterfal—policy of the two honorary officers has 
been arraigned in some quarters, and the congregation are asked tu express 
their opinion on it at the polls. There has been a storm in a tea-cup over 
the question a3 to the prec’se spot in the synagogue where the mourners are 
to recite the Audd/ish. But the feeling which has been engendered by the 
inability of those rec'ting it to make the customory three ateps backward, 
under the conditions imposed by the present Honorary Officers, ‘trikes 
deeper than so trifl ng a matter itself woull warrant. As to the New West 
End Synagogue, the eagerness for office is no doubt to be explained by the 
circumstance that the battle on the qaestion’of revision is not yet fought ont 
in this congregation, Here the members of the Board of Management will 
be chosen with especial referercnce to their views oa ritual change. 
The fact remains that where no unusual question happens to be before 
the electors, the competition for office is not very brisk. As regards the 
office of Warden, competition is practically non-existent. This is not a 
satisfactory state of things. It is not a valid plea to urge that efficient men, 
once in the saddle, ought not to be disturbed. Even capable administrators 
lose some of their{capacity by remaining in office too long. They get into a 
groove, and stick there. They become wedJed, after a time, to old ideas and 
methods and part with their receptivity for newones, . Representatives of the 
congregation in name, they lose touch of the congregation at last, and on'y 
misrepresent it. This stagnation is something to be resisted energetically. 
The welfare of a synagogue depends upon a vigorous circulation being kept 
up in its governing body. There must be a constant flow of new members. 
It the old members do not recognise that necessity by discreetly retiring after 
serving ther time, it must be brought home t» them by the electorate. 
But if this is to be done, a keener desire for synagogal office must be mani- 


fested by the rank and file of the congregation, especially by the younger. 


seatholders. The danger of the supply of trained workers for the community 
running short, to which our correspondent “ fF.” drew attention last week, 
isno chimera. At present veterans, who have honestly earned their dis- 
charge, are forced to remain in the ranks, because there are no capable young 
men coming forward to take their place. The remark applies to the com- 
munal service generally. One way to remedy this evil is to make the 
synagogue, as** I.” well suggests, the training ground for new workers. In 
addition to the Board of Management, which in itself offers a good opportu- 
nity for obtaining a knowledge of communal work, an organisation should 
be attached to each synagogue, whose business it would be to attend to such 
local requirements as the improvement of the Service, the care of the neigh- 
bouring poor and and sick, and the visitation of elementary schools attended 
by Jewish children. An organisation of this kind, besides being an exellent 
training echoo] for communal workers, would also enlist alarge number of 
new recruits for local service, seeing that it would offer varied opportunities 
of usefulness to suit various tastes and aptitudes. 

The desth of Mr. Solomon Sebag removes a remarkable pergonality. 
In his modest way Mr. Sebag was a scholar, though his labours were not 
productive. His ‘ Hebrew Grammar” was a very useful compilation, and 
it was a matter of regret that he declined to re-edit his little book. “ I 
am out of date,” he would reply, “‘a new book is wanted, and by a new 
hand.” Whether inthe Reading Room of the British Museum, or the 
Synagogue at Levis Marks, or at Covent Garden during the upera season, 
Mr. Sebag was a familiar figure, and his death will be sincerely lamented. 
Many old readers at the Maseam feel his absence as a distinct personal loss. 
Mr. Sebag was of a genial and friendly disposition which endeared him at an 
earlier period to his pupils, and in more recent times to his circle of acquaint- 
ances. He was full of quaint fancies, he possessed a varied store of informa- 
tion, and could sing by heart nearly every air from all the favourite operas. A 
curious trait was his high-minded disinclination t» accept a service despite 
his readiness to confer one. He was as willing to guide a stranger at 
the Museum through the intricacies of the Catalogue as to officiate at Bevis 
Marks when his help was required. Mr. Sebag was, strangely enough, a man 
known intimately by none, and yet loved by many. 

Mr. Henry Lucas referred with no superfluous emphasis last Sunday to 
the miserably inadequate support which Jews’ College receives from the 
community, That an institution which trains ministers and teachers for the 
synagogues of the empire should be in a chronic state of pauperism is nothing 
less than a disgrace to the whole of English-speaking Jewry. The College, 
unlike eleemosynary societies, is the only specimen of its kind. It does a 
unique work ; and the multiplicity of communal institutions cannot 
legitimate y be pleaded as an excuse for not contributing to its funds. In 
spite of this very obvious fact the subscription list, besides having a 
ridiculously small money-value, contains but a few names. Even that 
devoted band who find the major part of the funds for most of the communal 
lastitutions are not all represented in the subscription list of the College.

ab<ence. We have tried to discover some theory which will account for the 
communal indifference to the College, but without success. The malady 
seems to have laid hold upon the open-handed and the niggardly alike ; th, 
orthodox are infected by it no less than the progressionists, An energetic 
attempt must be made to arouse the communal conscience to a sense of its 
obligations to this important institution, What can other denominations 
think of a community which allows its one training-college for ministers to 
be in so impecunious a condition as to be dependent upon the liberality of 
‘ts Senior Treasurer, Mr. Charles Samuel, for rescue from utter bankraptey 
and attendant collapse? It is to be hoped that Mr, Lucas’s appeal wij 
bear good fruit. It is quite time that the College was saved once for al| 
from a position which no one who values the reputation of the community 
ean think of without a feeling of intense mortification. 


The current Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fand 
contains several interesting items, The excavations at Tell El Hesy by Mr. 
Frederick Jones Bliss, B.A., were resumed last October with valuable 
results, A third town was discovered, with remains of buildings. In one 
of the buildings ruins of some interesting rooms were found. One room was 
paved with large bricks, and one part shut off by a thin partition contained 
in the corner a mud oven. ll the varieties of Amorite pottery were found, 
and red and black polished vases of all kinds, large deep bowls with four 
handles, and fragments of plates and dishes like our modern plates and 
saucers. Mr. Bliss considers that most of these relics are Jewish. Le alao 
describes as Jewish a bronze or copper needle nearly five inches long and very 
thick. Certainly if such needles were used by our ancestresses, the work 
could not have been of a very tine description, and even the aged could 
not have had much difficulty in threading this formidable implement. 
In a letter written from Jerusalem, Herr Schick describes the tomb 
which General Gordon believed to be that wherein Jesus was. buried, and 
which now goes by the name of Gordon’s Tomb. © Hlerr Schick writes, ‘* The 
tomb was originally a rather small rock-cut Jewish tomb, buat became after- 
wards a CAriéstivn tomb, not only by its being used again, but by being 
greatly altered. .... Jewish tombs have always a comparatively simul/ 
entrance, and the places for the dead bodies are arranged so that each one is 
by itself, bat the Christian tombs are arranged collectively.” Herr Schick 
thinks that the original Jewish opening of this tomb was small, and was 
enlarged afterwards by Christians. Major Conder describes a strange 
coin that was sent to him for inspection, and which is similar 
to one in the possession of Dr. T. Chap'in. Oa one side of it are 
the Hebrew words signifying ‘Thou shalt have no other Gods before 
Me,” and on the other a head with a peculiar cap the conyolu- 
tions of which suggesta horn. Major Conder does not think this medal isa 
forgery because * forger3s would be well aware that Jewish coins do not give 
any representation of living forms, such being contrary to the Law. The 
letters being square Hebrew, cannot be older than the Middle Ages at most, 
while the head has a somewhat byzantine appearance.” Major Conder 
thinks it “possible that the medal might belong to the Manichwan 
(inosticism, which survived in the East to so late adate. The Gnosties, 
as we know from Irenwus, made use of Hebrew formu's.” 


It is a singular coincidence that just about the time when one of the 
metropolitan synagogues has replaced the traditional chanting of the 
Sabbath MJusaph by a-plain monotone, this very chant should be selected 
for performance at a great choral festival as above all others typically 
Jewish and musically interesting. We refer to the Chuzonus, to which the 
 Tikanto Shabbos” ‘is usually intoned. It appears as a Hebrew chorale— 
The Desert Prayer” in the new sacred cantata, “‘ Israel in the Wilderness,” 
expressly composed by Mr, Alfred R. Gaul, of Birmingham, for the Eighth 
Festival of the Tonic Sol-fa Association, to be held at the Crystal Palace 
on July ‘th next. It must be gratifying to the Rev. M. Hast, whose 
particular transcription of this Chazonus has been followed by Mr. Gaul, to 
have his version performed by a choir of the magnificent dimensions 
customary at the Crystal Palace. Nor is this the only Hebrew melody that 
will then be sung. Mr, Gaul has selected the ordinary Friday night 
Yigdal, known as ‘ Leoni,” as a representative theme to which to set the 
utterance at the Burning Bash. Since Thomas Olivers took down the 
tune from the mouth of the Chazun Leoni a hundred years 
ago, and roughly paraphrased portions of the Hebrew bymn in 
his “The God of Abraham praise,” the melody has come to be 
regarded as a /e/t-motir expressing those words, even as in synagogues 
the tune of Bimheiroh is expected to reca'l the idea of Passover, 
or the tune of “ili Zion to bring the Fast of Ab to mind. Mr. Gaul’s 
ingenious use of these themes is not an isolated instance of the interest 
recently shown in the traditional Hebrew melodies by non Jewish workers 
in the field of sacred music. It is understood that a well-known Jewish 
minister has been quite bombarded with letters of enquiry from Christian 


clergymen and teachers since the publication of his researches into the 
history of synagogue music.

The abolition in the Festival Services of the Blessings by the Cohanim 
night have been another proposition that would have been favourably received. 
This ceremony is performed by persons for whom there is not the slightest 
veneration or even respect of a priestly character, it is a ceremony which is 
openly ridiculed by the young and by the ill-concealed smiles of the elder 
members—ridicule thus robs it of all religious sentiment, and there is not an 
atom of religious feeling about it.

Str —Mr. Henri de Solla is quite justified in behheving that the institution 
ot congregational singing on the lines [sketched in your issue of the 22nd 
ult., would be a dangerous experiment in the particular synagogue which has 
the advantage of his ability and energy. But he follows me in thinking that 
In congregations somewhat differently situated the encouragement of active 
participation in the voice of prayer and praise on the part of members of the 
families: attached to the synagogue cannot fail to be attended with the 
happiest devotional results. An anticipation of this kind has been the central 
point of all the communications on the religious (not to speak of the vesthetic) 
advantages of congregational singing with which 1 have troubled you during 
the past ten years. No better proot of the justice of this contention could be 
desired than the impression produced upon the Chief Rabbi on his recent visit 
to the Hammersmith Synagogue, to which he referred at Jews’ College on 
Sunday last in such laudatory terms. That synagogue has the benelit of no 
choirmaster’s skilled direction, nor does it employ a handful of strong-voiced 
working men and boys to chant vicarious hymnody. But the congregants are 
themselves the choristers, and the far-sighted wisdom of the minister and the 
honorary officers of the synagogue has lent every encouragement to the devo- 
tional zeal and vocal ability of ladies like Mrs. Delissa Joseph and Mrs. Isaac 
Sandheim, and gentlemen like Mr. Henry Friedlinder, who have organised 
and still, I believe, direct the congregational singing that has won such 
approval, The congregation at Hammersmith 1s the youngest, the 
smallest, and the least wealthy of the constituents of the United 
Synagogue, but its Managers have set an example that the older, the 
larger, and the wealthier synagogues can only profit by following. I 
doubt whether there exists in this country any religious body other than 
“ur own in which the organisation and maintenance of some system 
whereby the whole congregation may be roused to devotional fervour is not 
regarded as the very first care of those entrusted with the management of the .

THF FREE LIBRARY FOR ‘RUSSIAN JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—I hardly think that the existence of this Institution, situate at 22 


Mansell Street, Aldgate, and its scope of activity is known to many of your 
readers. - I shall, therefore, esteem it a great favour if you will kindly grant me 
space for a few remarks concerning. it. 

It has again and again been remarked to us how important it is that a place 
be established where the working man could usefully spend his leisure hours 
after a day's hard work and struyvle for life and living. Our attention has also 
been repeatedly called to the fact, how important it is, that those, who arrive 
here from the land of darkness and oppression be taught the rudiment of 
english, in order to enable them to understand the vernacular and obtain 
good employment. 

These two points are of so vital importance, that each and everyone of us, 
who has the wellbeing and welfare of his brethren at heart, is in duty bound 
to do his utmost to make them a reality. Moved by the ardert desire. of doing 
my share in this direction, I opened on January Ist, 18/2, this Institution, 
supplying it with a good selection of books, written in the Russian, Jewish, 
German, and Kinglish languages. The Library is open to all, daily from 
10 a.m, to 10 p.m., Saturdays included. Iam very glad to say that the under- 
taking has been well appreciated by those whom it intends to benefit, and, 
taking the figures from my attendance book, lam very pleased to state that on 
the average 125 to 150 persons attended there, and the total number of the 
readers up to May Ist shows 12,000. For a short time after the opening of the 
lustitution a supply of tea, sugar, and hot water was given daily to each 
reader, as it is generally known that Russians are particularly fond of this 
beverage, but LT exceedingly-regret that, owing to want of room, this had to 
be discontinued. Classes have also been opened in connection with this Institution, 
where those who apply are instructed in English. ‘These classes are well- 
attended and very ably conducted by Mr. M. Majeran. I had also made arrange- 
ments for girls’ classes to be held at the Library, but thanks to the zealous 
endeavours of Lady Magnusand Miss Adler, these have been transferred, with 
advantage, to more commodious premises in Great Prescot Street (the Gurls’ 
Club), where also workrooms are open to instruct those who so desire, in needle 
and other work. 

The expenses of the management of the Library and Classes amount to 
“20a month. Glad as Lam to incur this expense I must, however, say that to 
give the Institution a firm and solid footing it is necessary that the interest of 
our wealthier brethren be gained for it, so as to make it not dependent on the 
efforts of one individual. I therefore appeal most recpeckfuliy to all those 
whose hearts feel for their coreligionists, and who usually manifest the greatest 
interest in their well-being. to kindly pay a visit to the Library, and finding 
the advantages it affords to the poor and destitute worthy of their kind co- 
operation, to munificently patronize and support it. Such support is of urgent 
necessity as itis contemplated to enlarge the inadequate room by adding the 
ground floor premises to the body of the Library, and thus enabling all to 
reap the benefit of the Institution and avail themselves of its good services. 

In conclusion I beg to tender my most heartfelt thanks to the Very Rev. 
the Chief Rabbi for the kinds words of counsel and ¥ robation expressed by 
him when visiting the Institution, accompanied by ea and Miss Adler in 
March last : also to Messrs. Mareus N. Adler, M.A., and Elkan N. Adler. ML..\., 
for the courtesy with which they attended the opening of the Library and the 
books they have been good enough to present. A large number of books 
arrived here from a Jewish noble of St. Patersbuire. to whom I[ here express 
my warmest thanks. [am also very grateful to Mr. N.S. Joseph of the Russo- 
Jewish Committee, to whose kind interest in my undertaking I alluded 
in your valuable paper a fortnight ago. It was mainly due to his exertions and 
recommendation that £10 have been granted by a benevolent body in support 
of the English classes pro fem.,and it is to be hoped that, finding their great 
advantages, they will consider 1t good to maintain and support them permanently. 
It is to be hoped that the time is near when in other districts of the metropolis 
such institutions will be called into life, thus raising the moral standard of the 
poorer classes. |

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DEATH OF MR. SOLOMON SEBAG.,. 
We have to announce with regret the death of Mr. Solomon Sebag, a highly 
esteemed member of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. His health 
gave way on Purim last, and although his friends bestowed on him every atten- 
tion he passed away on Saturday morning, in the 64th year of his age. He was 
a son of Ribi Isaac Sebag, and was trained in the Orphan School of the Con- 


gregation, becoming subsequently Master of the Shaar’ Tikva School. 
Of late years Mr. Sebag occupied himself principally with private 


tuition, and taught in the pringipal families of the Sephardim Congregation. 
A thorough Hebrew scholar, Mr. Sebag wrote in 1852 an excellent 
Hebrew primer, which reached a third edition. On the death of Chazan 
de Sola, Mr. Sebag temporarily acted as Reader in the Bevis Marks 
Synagogue, and on all occasions of emergency he readily gave his 
services to the Synagogue, at which he was an unremitting worshipper. 
Devotedly attached to the ancient building, Mr. Sebag was enthusiastic in the 
movement for the prevention of its threatened demolition. So highly was he 
regarded by his fellow Yehidim, that last year he was elected a member of the 
small Committee appointed to frame a Scheme for dealing with the freehold 
property of the Congregation, exclusive of the Synagogue. His name was 
appended to the Report which was considered at the annual general meeting of 
the Congregation on the 2ZUth Mareh, and Mr. Gabriel Lindo, in presenting the 
Report, made sympathetic references to Mr. Sebag’s veneration for the 
Synagogue, which deeply moved the members. Mr. Sebag’s extreme modesty 
and unassuming nature gained for hima large body of friends, of whom not a 
few were Christians. He had an ardent love for music, and as such was one of 
the most regular frequenters at the Itahan Opera, where he practically had a 
fixed seat in the gallery ships. So devoted was he to the Opera that he refused 
to become a candidate for the office of Chazan, which he might really have had 
for the asking, because he feared that position would interfere with his 
attendance at the Opera House. Mr. Sebag had more than a mere pedagogic 
knowledge of Hebrew. Several of his Hebrew poems written on special 
oceasions have been printed, and he also composed several odes. 

The funeral on Monday was largely attended, among those who attended 
to pay their last respects being Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore, President of the 
Board of Elders, Mr. A. D. de Pass, one of the Wardens, Mr. Manuel Castello, 
Mr. E. H. Lindo, and some of Mr. Sebag’s Christian friends. The Shaaré 
Tikva School was represented by the Masters and Mr. Samuel I. Cohen. 
the Secretary. 


DEATH OF MRS. JOSEPH G. 
We have to record the death of Mrs, Joseph G, Henriques, which occurred 
early on Wednesday morning at her residence in Westbourne Terrace. Mrs. 
Henriques had reached the advanced age of 89, and had for many years led a 
retired life. She belonged to the well-known West Indian family of Bravo. 
and her late husband long took an active share in the administration of the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews. Mrs. Henrigues leaves two sons, Mr. 
Frederick G. Henriques, who for over thirty years has been one of the Treasurers 
of the West London Synagogue, and Mr, Alfred G. Henriques, J.P., a member 
of the Council of that Synagogue, a Vice-President ot the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, and a member of the Sussex County Council. Mr. Alfred Henriques has 
greatly interested himself in the work of technical instruction and the purifi- 
cation of streams throughout that county. In her younger days Miss Bravo 
was a frequent visitor at the home of her guardian, Mr. Lousada, which is now 
the office of the Jewish Board of Guardians in Deyonshire Square, and it is an 
interesting fact that Mr. Lousada’s great grandson, Mr. Herbert G. Lousada is 
at presenta member of the Board, and as a regular attendant is a frequent 
visitor to the ancestral home. : 


HENRIQUES. 


JEWISH ENTERPRISE IN ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

A remarkable instance of Jewish enterprise is afforded by the unique arrange- 
ment made by Messrs. Julius Sax, of 7, Ridgmount Street, W.C., for the installa- 
tion of the electric light in the Central Markets at West Smithfield. - Messrs. 
Sax laid before the Markets Committee of the City Corporation a scheme by which 
they agreed to give a complete installation at the Markets, including the fitting 
up of all the shops, free of charge, and to charge for the light at the mininoum 
rate per unit fixed by the Board of Trade for the time being. The scheme has 
been accepted by the Markets Committee who have granted to Messrs. Sax a 
concession for 21 years. The avenues of the markets are to be lighted 
gratuitously, Messrs. Sax looking to the ren‘als derived from the lighting of the 
shops to recoup them for their outlay. 


RESIGNATION OF ALDERMAN Cowan.—On Tuesday, at a special meeting 
of the Court of Aldermen, the Town Clerk read a letter, addressed to the Lord 
Mayor by Mr, Alderman Cowan, in which, alluding to his being next in rotation 
for the Mayoralty, he said he was fully conscious of the great dignity of the 
office which he had all his life hoped to occupy, but which he now asked per- 
mission to relinquish. A change ow taken place in the nature of his business, 
which now demanded his whole time and personal attention. In these cireum- 
stances he tendered his resignation and regretted the severance of many valued 
ties.—On the motion of Sir William Lawrence the resignation was accepted, 
and a resolution of regret at the retirement of the Alderman was passed unani- 


mously.—The Lord Mayor was requested to issue his precept for the election 
of a successor. 


THe Great SyNaGocur.—We are informed that on Monday evening a 
deputation, consisting of members of the Great Synagogue, waited upon Mr. 
alph Lazarus, at his residence, 10 Norton Folgate, Messrs. L. Simmons, 8. M, 
Moses, I. Weber and S. Wharman being also present. Mr. Charles Wollrauch, 
on behalf of the deputation, said that the object of their calling was to 
endeavour to induce x fee gentlemen whose letter was published in the Jew/s/ 
Chronicle of Friday last to allow their names to be retained on the Nomination 
Lists, and consent to serve on the Board of Management if elected. After some 
discussion lasting for about two hours, Mr, Lazarus and his colleagues said that 
they would comply with the wishes of the Deputation only upon the condition 
that they were allowed to take a real part in the management of the Synagogue. 
The Deputation then withdrew with the understanding that they would wait 
upon Mr. Rosenfeld to ascertain his views upon the hiassaable condition 
expressed by Mr. Lazarus and his colleagues. At an interview held subsequently 
with Mr, Rosenfeld, that gentleman said that he would adhere to the policy he 
had hitherto adopted as Warden of the Great Synagogue. Messrs. Lazarus, 
oses, Simmons, Weber and Wharman thereupon expressed their desire that 
their names should be removed from the Nomination Lists and Voting Papers, 
but Mr. Rosenfeld said that this course would be contrary to the bye laws 
governing the elections. The gentlemen above-mentioned have therefore sent 
out circulars to the seatholders asking that votes should not be recorded in their 
avour, as they would not serve on the Board of Management.—Mr. N. L. D.

JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


The Pre sic nt and Committee of the Ws es ‘thool. hay ing decided not 
to hold a dinner this vear, have issued an appeal to the public for support. The 
appeal states that the numbers on the re wisters continue remarkably high, viz.. 
March Ist, 2.1K) bovs, Low!) girls, tot ul 3.458). In Nov ember, Iss}. after the 
opening of the new building, the figures were 1.576 boys, 1.015 girls, total 2,580, 
being an increase of 33 per cent. There have occasionally been more boys in 
the school, but the introduction of drawing has rendered the two galleries 
unavailable, thus compelling the Managers to refuse further admissions at 
present. The Girls’ Bonartsis nt was full. The average 
attendance, about {> per cent. of the total, is exceptionally high. 

The Government Inspector's Reports. which we have already published, 
testify once more to the remarkable results achieved in spite of many ditlicul- 
ties, notably the introduction of drawing, now compulsory. This has necessi- 
tated the engagement of a specially competent teacher, capable of teaching not 
only the boys, but the teachers themselves, who, having had no previous know- 
ledge of drawing, had thus to learn what they had to teach. The most 
remarkable testimony to the success of their exertions is to be found in the fact 
that at the first examination of the School, the award “Good” was earned. 
The expenses incidental to the introduction of drawing are very heavy, and far 
exceed the grant earned. ‘The Managers again call atténtion to the ever- 
increasing cost for books and other teaching apphances, owing to the Education 
Department continually introducing further subjects of mstruction, to the 
Inspectors asking for more intelligent teaching, and to the curriculum for pupil 


never betore so 


teachers, Queen's scholars, and certificated teachers being raised in difficulty 
each year. 

A copy of the Balance Sheet for 1801 shows that the year closed with a 
deficit of £761 I4s. 101. The estimates for the current year have been framed 
with the utmost regard to economy, yet after allowing for the amount of grant 
earned £3.400, and for the fee grant £1.50), a deficit of some £2.80) is shown. 
The Managers believe that in asking the public to make this good it will 
recognise that such an amount is but trifling when taken in connection with 
an expenditure of nearly £11,500 per annum. The expenditure is also materially 
enhanced by the free lending of the premises fora variety of communal pur- 
poses, such as the holding of Relgion Classes, Cluidren’s Happy Evenings, 
Concerts for the Poor. XC. 

The Managers close the appeal by fulfilling their invariably agreeable duty 
of testifying to the continued zeal and energy displayed by the entire teaching 
staff, led by the ever active and indefatigable Head Master, Mr. Angel, who 
continues to earry the School from one success to another. Special recog- 
nition is also given to Miss Lipman, the Head Mistress,and Mr, L. B, Abrahams, 
the Vice-Master.

LECTURES.—A FORECAST. 
—~>— 
Tue Hibbert lectures for 1892, which will be begun both at Oxford and 
London during the coming week, will possess several points of 
interest for Jews. Some of these points we may profitably indicate by 
anticipation. In the first place it is a matter for no slight satisfaction 
that the present Hibbert lecturer is a Jewish scholar. During the long 
series of years that haye elapsed since the Hibbert Trustees inaugurated 
the lectures in 1878, many men of wide fame have spoken on various phases 
of the history of religious development. The religion of the Jews has 


_ naturally more than once formed at least an incidental topic of discussion ; but 


the voice of the Jew himself has not so far been heard. The reasons for this 
exclusion were partly those for which Jews were not responsible. But it 
cannot be questioned that a decade and a half ago it seemed as though 
Jews had determined to abandon the scientific study of the Bible to mem- 
bers of other faiths. Of recent years this attitude has happily given way to 
a lively if far from wide-spread interest in the comparative investigation of 
religious phenomena, by a method which cannot consent to leave the Bible out 
of the range of critical consideration. It is therefore fitting that before the 


Hibbert series was temporarily clored—as will be done after the course by 


M. Darmesterer in 1893—evidence should be given by the choice of Jewish 
lecturers that the old claim that “ from Zion shall go forth the Law” has 
not altogether lost its force. The world has still mach to learn from Jews 
on the subject of the Book beloved of all Jews,—the Bible. 

Mr. Cravpe Moxrertore had strong claims to the distinction to which 
he has been elected. He is a scholar whose essays in Biblica! criticism have 
gainei him a high repute among contemporary authorities on the subject. 
But he is more than a scholar, he is a man of religious feeling and loving 
insight. Frankly placing himself at the critical standpoint, he is neverthe- 
less full of Jewish sympathies, and even of Jewish prejudices. It may well be 
that hearers of his coming Hibbert lectures will variously estimate these two 
phases of the lecturer's method, and of course we cannot prophecy before the 
event. But, judging from Mr. Monteriore’s previous essays (which have 
not always been justly construed by those who seek to ‘ make points” for 
rival theories) wé think it certain that Mr. Monrerionre will be be found to 
be a critic, but a critic on the side of Judaism; a critic who appreciates 
the force of the destructive attacks that have been made on the authenticity 
of the Bible, but who still detects inspiration in the glowing eloquence of the 
prophets, who still seeks and finds spiritual comfort in the pathos and the 
power of the Psalmists. Mr. Monrerione has, with many other reverent 
students, come to regard the Biblical text as the result of centuries of evolu- 
tion ; but he has never declared, and we should be much mistaken to hear 
that he had ever thought, that the Bible was not inspired. He has never 
said aught that is inconsistent with a fervent belief in the work that 
Judaism still has to perform in moulding the religion of the future. 


For it must not be thought that Biblical criticism has been purely 
destructive in its tendency. At first sight no doubt it seems to cut away 
the basis of belief altogether. Ifthe Bib'e be not what. tradition supposed 
it, then farewell to faith and religion. 
once in truth and in foresight.) M. Isipore Lorn has just concluded a 
brilliant discussion of some of the critical problems of Old Testanent 
exegesis in which the writer adopts what used to be called ‘‘ advancei” views, 
though these views have now become accepted in principle by many con- 
servative scholars, 


This view, however, is wanting at 


M. Logs nghtly protests against the fear which some 
express lest criticism should undermine religion, Li, he says, the book of 
the second Isaiah be as certain critics now believe, the composite work of 
several writers, the book itself will be no less admirable on that account. 


We lose, it is true, the figure of a commanding prophet whose presence — 


dominated all the poetical literature of the Bible but, adds M. Locs, the 
loss is largely compensated. The Psalms are not less spiritua', the pro- 
phetical books not:less inspiring and inspired, because one may feel forced 
to regard parts of them as the work of humble speakers and posts whose 
names have remained unknown; Isaiah will appear not less but more 
beautiful if it contain the work of a whole people, and embody the common 
thought of many Jewish hearts. 


These reflections are as elevated asthey aretrue. Traditional views may 
lose by the recurrent blows dealt against them, but Judaism will gain. We 
may not for the moment be able to reconcile the apparently irreconcilable, 
any more than mediaval theologians could reconcile the Bible with the 
Copernican system of astronomy. [aut did astronomy or the Bible suffer 
more by the hostile attitude assumed by theology ? Has literary criticism dealt 
religion any blow commensurable with that which theology struck itself, by the 
ill-omened attempt of a Pore to force Gati_go to abandon his discoveries at 
the bidding of an erroneous tradition, and to declare that the earth did not 
move? The present generation is brought face to face with newer questions, 
and Judaism must not be betrayed into stultifying itself by pronouncing 
sentence too hastily. Orthodoxy will best be serving its own interests if it 
meets argument with argument, if it does not too easily commit itself to a 
policy of unqualified opposition, and we say this of orthodoxy both within 
and without the Jewish camp. All over the religious world the present is 
an age of uncertainty, a period at which though individuals be without 
doubt the masses are without clear and certain light. It is in the interests 
of Judaism itself that we plead for caution and considerateness, for that 
deliberation in jadgment which the ancient Rabbis lauded and displayed, 
and which modern teachers praise and then disregard. 

Judaism has too long a past and too great a future to stake its all on 
the doubtful issue of a single controversy. It is absurd to say: Jews may 
differ in social views and in literary tastes, they may belong to this or 
that political party without prejudice, but they must be at one in matters 
of religion. For, we would urge, it is only fair to expect agreement on 
the real essentials of the religion. What these essentials are, every age 
must judge for itself in accordance with its knowledge, and in 
accordance with the mandate of the revealed Gop within every honest heart. 
But there are some great principles of Judaism which neither scientific 
scepticism nor literary analysis will touch. Science, even when wedded 
to agnosticism, confesses the greatness of the prophetical ideals. And 
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literary criticism in the reverent: hands of men like the Hissenrr lecturer 
of 182 will be able yet more freely and fully to show the permanent trath 
of the messages sent by Go» to men. Orthodoxy has nothing to fear in 
the future, for there is only one real orthodoxy though there be many 
churches. This orthodoxy—which is Trath, which in the best sense is 


Judaism—because it is great, therefore will prevail.

THE JEWS IN MOROCCO, 
OUR CORRESPONDENT | 
MOGADOR. April Oth, 

Ata meeting of the Mogador Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, held 
on the 14th ult. at the residence of Mr. Reuben Elmaleh, the tollowing honorary 
officers were nominated for the present year: Mr. Reuben Elmaleh, President: 
Mr. Isaac Afriat, Vice-President; Mr. David Serusi, Treasurer; Mr. Leon 
Corcos, Secretary ; members of the Committee, Messrs. Moses Lugasy, Joshua 

Jelisha. Abraham Bitton, Isaac Millal, Mordecar Bensaude, Amram Elmaleh. 
and Meyer Aberheim. 

A sub-Committee was also elected, consisting of twelve members of the 
Mellah, who are to give their assistance In any matters relating to that quarter 
requiring their co-operation. 

‘The proceedings in connection with the Association having terminated, other 
affairs were discussed, and it was resolved to distribute among the urgent poor 
of Mogador 412 dols. from the amount lately granted by Messrs. Forwood Bros, 
and Co.. two-thirds of that sum being distributed on the eve. and the remainder 
during the middle days of Passover. It was decided, moreover, to buy from the 
Charity Funds ten bullocks, five of which are to be slaughtered and sold, at cost 
price, to the poor in general, before the holidays, the same being done with the 
other five in the middle days. 

In the course of the past month, Mrs. Payton, wife of H.AL.’s Consul, kindly 
presented the poor girls of the English School with a large assortment of 
clothing, which were very gladly welcomed by the needful recipients, the faces 
of many of whom still bear fresh traces of the small-pox epidenne of which, 
happily, we are now completely rid. Mrs, Payton at the same thine sent a 
number of story books and magazines for the use of the pupils. There ts, | am 
told, quite a keen competition among the scholars for the former, the school 
lacking at the present time this desirable material, Mrs. Payton has evidently 
recognised this want, and in the kindest manner made her contribution towards 
its supply. 

With reference to the letter addressed by Mr. Elmalehto Mr. Serusi, [talian 
Consular Agent of Mogador, in which he gave him particulars of the state of the 
Mellah as demanded by the Italian Minister, we are informed that his Excellency 
writes to say that, in answer to his representation to the Sultan on the subject, 
his Majesty has replied (not for the first time) that having given the matter his 
immediate consideration, he finds that the site formerly chosen for the new 
Mellah is unsuitable on account of its being close to the cemeteries, and because, 
also, of the seas overflowing that place during high tides. His Majesty his, 
therefore, sent orders to the governor of Mogador to look out another site 
against which no objections may be raised, and as soon as he hears that a satis- 
factory place has been found, he will order the building of the New Mellah. 
His Majesty further stated in his letter that he had received a similar petition 
from the British Minister. In conclusion, the Italian Minister requested Mr. 
Serusi to inform him, in due course, of the steps taken in the mattter as, in the 
event of the Sultan’s promise not being carried out, he would address him again 
on the subject. Up to the moment of writing, the Sultan's order to the governor 
has not yet arrived. 

We have received another visit from those dreadful pests, the locusts, though 
in much scarcer numbers than last year, and it is feared they will do some 
damage to the later crops. It is satisfactory (7) to add that full revenge is taken 
on them by nine-tenths of the natives here, who indulge in them very extensively, 
considering them a great delicacy. | 

Lovers of education will welcome the news that the establishment of a boys 
and girls’ school in Morocco City is contemplated by the Anglo-Jewis': Associa- 
tion of London, conditional upon the community of that city viewing this step 
favourably, and offering it their support. Mrs. Corcos, directress of the Mogador 
Girls’ School, has, in accordance with instructions received from London, written 
tu the principal Jews in Morocco City in order to ascertain their views on the 
matter. In doing this she received the encouragement and practical aid ot! 
many of our European officials, as well as of a large number of influential Jews 
in Mogador. It would be needless to enumerate the advantages which an inst! 
tution like the proposed one would confer upon our brethren in Morocco City 
who, from all accounts, are in sad want of civilizing influences. We theretore 
hope that their reception of this scheme will be favourable. 2 

I received this week, from an authentic source, the news that Mr. L. W. 
Eland, editor of Zhe Zimes of Morocco for some years past, parts with the Morocco 
Exchange and Publishing Co., Ltd., Tangier, the management of that paper 
passing into other hands. 

Iam perfectly sure that I would be but echoing the sentiments of a great 
number ot my Jewish compatriots in acknowledging the valuable services which 
the Zines of Mereeco has rendered to the cause of the oppressed Jews 12 
Morocco, and in expressing on this fit occasion our grateful thanks to Mr. Eland 
for having so earnestly followed the noble example of his predecessors, Messrs. 
Meakin—senior and junior—who from the inception of their paper, had always 
taken the part of the oppressed in this country, Moors or Jews.

On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
{ ecociation was held at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. There were 
oresent: Sir Julian Goldsmid, Bart., M.P., President, in the chair; Lieut.-Col. 
Montefiore, Rev. A. Lowy, Messrs. E. N, Adler, L. Allatini, H. H. Collins, 
Conrad J. Davis, B. A. Elkin, Lewis Emanuel.

A letter was read from the Birmingham Branch requesting that a deputation 
from the parent body should attend the forthcoming annual meeting of that 
Branch, The subject was reterred to the Executive Committee. 

The Report of the Executive Committee was read, and comprised the 
fo] wing subjects : IRANCHES: Mrs. M. Coreos, of the girls school at 
\Mogador, has been instrumental in forming another Branch at Sath, Morocco, in 
which work she bas been gre atly aided by mar. G.: P, Hunot, Her Majesty s Vice 
Consul. The Bombay Branch has sent £14 lls. 2d., the annual contribution of 
the Beni Israel members. TURKEY: Immediately after the last meeting of the 
Council, information was received from the Alliance that it was the intention 
of that body to present to the Sultan on the First Day of Passover, througna its 
(Committee in Constantinople, an address appropriate to the celebration by 
the Jews in Turkey of the 400th anniversary of the arrival of their ancestors 
after the expulsion from Spain, This information was accompanied by a 
suggestion from M. Fernandez, the Vice-President of the Constantinople 
(Committee, that, as there would be no time for the Anglo-Jewish Association 
to prepare and forward an Address, it should transmit a_ telegram to the 
Sultan through the medium of His Mayjesty’s Principal Chamberlain, The 
following telegram was accordingly despatched :— 

To SuUREYRAH Pasua, 
First Chamberlain, 
Constantinople. 

* The Anglo-Jewish Association, desiring to join in loyal manifestations 
evoked through the celebration by the Jews in Turkey of the 400th anniver- 
sarv of their ancestors’ arrival in that Empire after their expulsion from Spain, 
respectfully approaches H. [. M. the Sultan, with the expression of its high 
appreciation of the liberal sentiments displayed throughout his Majesty's 
reign towards his Jewish subjects.” 

LGyer.— Through M. Pariente. of smyrna, the Association has received 
from a high functionary in Egypt particulars of the fatahty at Port Said, where 
an aged Jew lost his life through injuries received at the hands of Greeks, 
consequent on the rumour of the alleged: disappearance of a Greck child, The 
affair is under investigation by the Greek Consul. 

S. A. Goldston, sending statistics concerning the 
school at Bassorah, where he is employed as English teacher, mentions that 
the pupils include several Mahomedans and Christians, and that, though with 
difficulty, he has induced a number of Jewish parents to send their daughters to 
the school. 

Bompay.—A petition, signed by 214 members of the Beni Israel Community. 
has been received, praying the Association to introduce certaim reforms in the 
school, chietiy in the direction of relieving poor parents from the payment of 
school fees. The Executive Committee have forwarded a copy of the petition 
to Mr. Haeem Samuel, the President of the school, with a recommendation 
that the wishes of the petitioners should as far as possible be complied with. 

Cito—At the March meeting, the Council voted £200 from the Education 
Fund towards the establishment of a school at Chio (Asia Minor) subject to a 
satisfactory report being received from M. Pariente, the Head Master of the 
Smyrna School. M. Pariente has since visited the island, and has forwarded 
an interesting account of the Jewish community there. M.. Pariente’s state- 
ments as to the need for a school are emphatic. 

Haira—M, Angel, Head Master of the Haifa School, reports: “We have 
lately received two new Mahomedan pupils; one is the son of a very influential 
member of the Seraglio at Aeceo. the other is a son of the President of the 
Municipal Council of Haifa. We recently received a visit from nearly the 
whole of the judicial body. Our visitors quitted the school enchanted by the 
order and regularity of our classes.” 

The financial statement was read, and showed that in addition to acbalance 
of £1, the income included £75, and the expenditure amounted to LI), 
leaving the balance £175. The general statement showed liabilities of £54. 

The CHAIRMAN commented upon the unsatisfactory condition of the finances, 
aud suggested that in future the Council should have before them a statement 
showing how far the Budget of the year had been adhered to. 

The following recommendation of the Executive Committee with reference 
to the functions of London Branches was moved by Mr. B, Kiscu, the Chautr- 
man Of the Executive Committee: “ That. in addition to the various functions 
proposed for the branches in the resolutions of May 3rd, 1801, the Executive 
Committee will be prepared to alloeate various portions of work to such 
Branches as desire it, so faras this is found to be practicable.” 

Mr. Kiscu, in moving the resolution, said that it was felt that the Branches 
should be something more than mere collecting agencies if the vitality of a 
branch was to be maintained after the first enthusiasm had passed away. Some 
particular portion of the work of the Association could be allocated to each 
branch which would thus feel an active interest in the objects of the Associa- 
tion, This course he believed would be imperative to assure the permanent 
character of the Branches. 

Mr. Josevn Jacons, in seconding the resolution, said that the allocation of 
Work as suggested was really necessary, as was proved by the fact that a number 
of gentlemen were ready to start an active Branch provided that an 
Opportunity was afforded to them of doing something more than collecting 
Subscriptions. The “intelligence” portion of the work could be well carried 
out by the branches, and among the seventeen schools there was plenty of 
material for the branches to work upon. 

Mr. L. ScuLoss said that if would-be donors loved the cause which the 
Association served, they should support it withouta sop in the shape of * home- 
rule.’ He could not see that any allocation of work was necessary. The work 
of the Executive was not excessive, and, he would add, nor was it badly or per- 
Tunctorily performed. No members of the Executive desired to shirk their 
work, The resolution would not decrease the work of the Executive, but rather 
Merease it, for in addition to its present work, it would have to control the

Excellent work, with far reaching results, continues to be done in the spreading 
of education. The Alliance Isracélite has 55 schools (33 for boys and 22 for girls) 
which are attended by 12,425 pupils. Besides schools for ordinary instruction, 


the Alliance has founded in 24 towns apprenticing departments, through which 


trades are tauglit to nearly 600 apprentices. In some places ‘workshops are 
attached to the schools. This is notably the case at Jerusalem, where the work 
shops have been greatly developed through the aid of legacies bequeathed by the 
late Mr. E. Davis, of Oxford, and the late Mr. A. Ralph, of Plymouth. ‘The 


statistics of the several schools show that in most cases grants are tha by thie 
Anglo-Jewish Association towards thcir maintenance. 

The balance-sheet reveals «a feature which is unique and which should make 
the Alliance the envy of nearly all other Jewish institutions, whose managers 
are at their wits’ ends to make both ineet. The income for 1801 was 
685,104 frances, which enabled the Central Committee to meet the whole of the 
expenditure and leave a balance of 6.552 francs to be carried forward. This 
happy result would have been iinpossible had not Baron de Hirsch given a muni- 
cent donation of fran to which must be added Irancs, the in 
for the year of the Baron’s rift of 1,000,000 franes for the promotion 
of education among the Jewish youth in Turkey. The great philanthropist 
tigures therefore as a contributor of 385,675 francs, considerably more than half 
the entire revenue for 181. At the end of the year the total number of members,

Mr. Lucas concluded with addressing some 
observations to the students. 

he Cuier Rapni, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr, Lucas for presiding 
and for his able address, said that the connection between the United Synagogue 
and the Coll ge Wis a close one, for it wasno use to erect synagogues unless 
there were competent ministers to officiate in them. He fully agreed with Mr. 
Lucas that the Chazonim should not be merely singing Readers. No one felt 
this more strongly than the members of the Council. Butin this matter not the 
Council were to blame nor the gentlemen educated in the College, but the con- 
gregations required educating so that they might obtain the proper men for the 
post. Only the previous day he had an instance of what the College had done 
in this direction. He then attended the service in the most recent of the con- 
stituent svnagogues of the United Synagogue, viz., the Hammersmith Synagogue, 
and the gentleman who ofliciates there, the Rev. Michael Adler, B.A., was both a 
Reader and athoroughly competent Minister. Nothing had gratified him (the 
Chief Rabbi) more than this visit to the synagogue and the manner in which the 
services were conducted. Referring to the new departure with respect to the 
training of teachers, the Chief Rabbi said that the principal work of the College 
must remain the training of Ministers. The Council could only do a small 
portion of the work. It was the duty of the students to do their share, and go 
forth as truly ‘pious, earnest and conscientious Jews. People read them, not 
their sermons ; they should preach to edify, not to please ; to be understood, 
not to be admired ; and they should be careful to guard against too many meta- 
physicalarguments. Hequoted froma Jewish writer in the loth century, who 
said that “ many of the preachers of the present day it is dangerous to hear.’ 
This surely could not apply to the ministers of to-day.—(CLaughter), 

Mr. Israki Gouuancz seconded the motion which was acknowledged by 
LUcAs, 

The Rev. A. Lowy, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Principal and the 
teaching stall, said he hever passed the neighbourhood of Jews College 
without thinking what immense good was being done in this Institution, 
not only forthe present, but for the future of the community. He was pain- 
fully touched by what he had heard of the financial condition of the College, 
and he sincerely hoped that those who had been educated there and who were 
now ministers, would appeal to their.congregations to reward the College for 
what it had had done: and that those appeals would go on periodically. The 
students, in qualifying themselves for the ministry, must excel by three 
possessions of necessary qualities. First, the possession of such sound knowledge 
us is’ afforded to them by their eminent teachers. Then, the possession of 
dignity of character ; this will secure for them the respect of their congregations. 
And thirdly, the possession .of their ewe mature opinion, A minister does 
not bow to the opinions of others if his own be right.—(CCheers).

On Sabbath last, the 50th ult., the Rev. Dr. Adler, Chief Rabbi, visited this 
Synagogue, and delivered a Sermon upon “The Teachings of the Bible upon 
Health.’ At the end of the service, the whole congregation present followed 
the Chief Rabbi into a marquee that had been erected at the rear of the, 
Synagogue, where refreshments were served. After Dr. Adler had made Aiddus/. 
Mr. J. M. Levy, the Senior Warden, proposed a cordial vote of thanks to Dr. 
Adler for his visit, and for his eloquent sermon, Mr. Levy said they were all 
very pleased to welcome Dr. Adler upon his first visit to this young Synagogue, 
and felt sure that these pastoral visits would be productive of great good 
amongst the Jews of the United Kingdom. There had been, and there would 
still be. little differences of opimon between some persons and the Chief Rabbi, 
but he (Mr. Levy) could safely say on behalf of the community at Hammer- 
smith that the Chief Rabbi could always depend upon their united support.— 
(Cheers). 

Dr, ADLER in reply, said he wished to return his very hearty thanks for the 


very pleasant welcome the Hammersmith Jews nad given him, It wasa very . 


happy thought on their part to invite all members of the congregation to meet 
him after service, W hile they all liked to boast very large congregations, and 
were all very pleased to look upon large buildings crowded with worshippers, 
it could not be denied that these had disadvantages, not least of which was that 
under such cirumstances it waS impossible for him to enter into personal rela- 
tions and shake hands with every member; of such over-large congregations 
Hammersmith had not yet to complain as being unwieldly in size. While it is 
not a large congregation, yet 1t might be called a happy family.—(Cheers)—He 
hoped it would long remain so and while increasing in numbers continue be a 
happy family circle, of the existence of which he was convinced «when 
present not long since at the opening of the local Women's Guild. He 
supposed that the Committee of the Guild still refused to admit male members 
in retaliation for the heartless men having thrown out the Woman's Sutfrage 
Bill the other evening.—( Laughter)—When he first considered what should be 
the subject of his sermon that morning he was inclined to select the story of 
the little Jewish maiden whose advice to Naaman caused him to be cured ot his 
leprosy and to turn to the Lord. Upon this subject he might have founded a 
sermon especially addressed to ladies, but the thought occurred to him “ No ! 
the lady members of the Hammersmith Synagogue do not require any lecturing 
on the way in which they should do theirduty to He 
knew that they were thoroughly impressed with the duties they ought to perform 
as Jewish mothers and daughters. He came to the conclusion that it was the 
men who needed lecturing to—(laughter)—and therefore his address was more 
calculated to apply to men, although he hoped there was init some little advice 
by which the women might also benefit. He was much gratified by the manner 
in which the Service had been rendered that day, especially with the heartiness 
displayed by the members jn joining in the choral portions of it. When he 
heard the intonations joined in with heart and soul by the congregation, he 
thought the Hammersmith Synagogue could read a wholesome lesson to many 
of its more aristocratic neighbours of whom he must speak in the present 
instance as being further East, and not, as usual, further West. He was delighted 
to testify to the thoroughly devout and fervent manner in which the minister, 
Rev. Michael Adler, had carried out the Services and generally performed his 
many duties at the synagogue and outside of it.. He wished also to express his 
thanks to Mr. Henry Friedl‘inder who had led the singing, and he was indebted to 
his friendandrelative, Mr. Delissa J oseph, who he knew, took the warmest interest 
in the synagogue. In conclusion, he said he hoped that the Hammersmith and 
West Kensington Synagogue would continue to flourish and that the Religion 
Classes connected with the Synagogue would always have a large number of 
pupils in them, that the boys would come forth earnest and pious Jews, and the 
girls plous and modest Jewesses. He trusted that on the occasion of his next 
visit, he should find them as happy and cheerful, and as fully realising the 
advantages and blessings of their Synagogue as they did that day.—(Loud 
cheers), 

Mr. Marcus N. Ap er, M.A.,.as a stray visitor, desired to propose the toast 
of the Wardens of the Congregation and their excellent minister. He used to 
accompany his father, the late Chief Rabbi, on many of his visits to Synagogues 
round and in London, and he therefore had some experience of such visits. He 
could, however, recollect but few occasions when he saw amore healthy spirit 
In a rising congregation than in this. He was, like his brother, greatly pleased 
with one of the features of the morning service, viz., that the whole congrega- 
tion, male and female, took part in the singing, entirely dispensing with a paid 
choir, Jt seemed to him that the Hammersmith congregation would prove an 
excellent model for other congregations to follow, and he attributed this to the 
spirit pervading the members as a body, atid especially the Wardens and Com- 
mittee, Another thought that struck him was that the children in this congrega- 
tion were so well able to follow and join in the service. That listlessness which 
was to be found in some other places was entirely absent here, and this must be 
ascribed to the teaching and example of their minister, and to the ardour which 
he displayed in doing his duty.—(Cheers). 

_ The Rev. M. ApLrEr replied on behalf of the Wardensand himself, and expressed 

is indebtedness to his congregation for the ready and hearty manner in which 
they had taken up the idea of congregational singing, and been enabled to win 
such warm praise from the Chief Rabbi and his brother. He was proud to be 
attached to a synagogue in which the Wardens and the Board of Management, 
and the members generally, took such a genuine interest in all matters con- 
cerning their young community, and were as zealous in promoting the spiritual 
and religious, as well as the financial success of the Synagogue.

Mr. Lovis Davipson,in the course of his address, went through the statistics 
of the visitation work during 18\'1, and said that the number of visits, and that 
of the ladiesand gentlemen who had paid them, had been well maintained. In 
mentioning some names Of individual visitors, Mr. Davidson said he noticed with 
unmitigated satisfaction the visits of ladies to various institutions, and notably 
those of Mrs. Lionel Lucas. Speaking on the figures with regard to prisons, Mr. 
Davidson said that considering the large intlux of Jews of which so much had 
been heard, it was eminently gratifying that there was an absolute decrease inthe 
number of Jewish prisoners. The lore one heard about the Jews who were 
coming into this country, the more one must be impressed by their order and 
respectability, Considering the circumstances under which they left their native 
land, the absence of crime among them was extreme ly Ssatistactory. On the 
previous evening he met Mr. Mundella, who told him that as a member of 
the Labour Commission, a good many of.the foreign Jews in the provinces 
came under his observation. He had found that they were not wanting in ir- 
dustrial knowledge or in adaptability to the localities in which they lived. Espe- 
cially in the northern towns they were thoroughly in harmony with the special 
industries of the locality, and worked up the staple trades with advant ive to 
themselves and to their employers, who found them honest, respectable and 
thriving. Such testimony coming from an authority hke Mr. Mundella, 
deserved careful appreciation. Touching next on the arrangements made with 
the Industrial School at Lewisham, in connection with which he made compli- 
mentary reference to Mr. Lewis Emanuel’s valuable services, Mr. Davidson 
mentioned that there had been a hitch with the Northern Congregations. but 
this had been satisfactorily settled. Discussing next the Committee's balance- 
sheet he appealed for funds to-enable the Committee to deal more effectively 
with cases discharged from hospitals and prisons, for small sums could ‘not be 
better spent than in connection with visitation werk. Mr. Davidson concluded 
by expressing his obligations to Mr. Stephany, Secretary of the Board of Guar- 
dians, for his continued valuable aid, and especially to Mr. Ornstien, Secretary 
of the United Synagogue, who had devoted himself heart and soul to the work 
of the Committee. 

The usual discussion by the Visitors followed. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN commented on the fact that besides par, A; i, 
Emanuel, of Portsmouth, not a single layman was engaged in the work. 

Mr. LEW Is MANUEL deseribed the creer ral condition and proyvress of the 
Jewish inmates at Lewisham School as eminently satisfactory. 

The Rev. S. SINGER suggested that it would be desirable to keep discharged 
prisoners under observation, so that it might be seen whetherany permanent 
good could be done to them, and also that boys, and no less men, should be en- 
couraged to enter the army. He also complained that with only one excep- 
ception (the Rev. S. J. Roco) the whole ot the visitation work in Lonon was 
thrown on the ministers of the United Synagogue, the ministers of other congre- 
vations holding aloof. 

The Rev. M. Haines strongly condemned the practice of giving in certain 
prisons on Passover luxuries to the Jewish inmates, which many a poor honest 
man was unable to obtain. He made it a practice of keeping in touch with 
discharged prisoners and only lost sight of them if they-left the country. 

The Rev. lL. SaMmtent mentioned some advantages and saving of money to 
the Committee, which had resulted from his appointment by the County 
Council as Visitor to Jewish inmates at Colney Hatch Asylum. 

The Rev. F. L. Couen, referring especially to the Jewish soldiers at Alder- 
shot, recommended that arrangements should be made for periodical visits to the 
camp by Ministers of the United Synagogue. 

The Rev. H. GoLLANcz said that the Committee would have to face the 
question whether it would not have to take steps for the establishment of a 
loeriah Ward at the German Hospital as the greatest dissatisfaction was 
expressed by Jewish patients, who would not eat trifa food. 

The Rev. B. BERLINER and the Rev. R. Harris offered some remarks 
bearing chiefly on administrative arrangements, 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that several Jewish bi vs at the Lewisham School 
had entered the band and were becoming good musicians. _. 

The Cnirtr Rapp, after paying a tribute to the lady visitors, said the 
patients at the German Hospital had no right to complain that they did not 
receive Kosher food, They went there with their eyés open, and as it was not 
a special hospital, and that at the Metropolitan Hospital close by there had 
been only two Jewish inmates, there was no reason why that Hospital which 
had a separate Jewish Ward should not be more largely utilised. Dr. Adler 
then deseribed the work done by clerical visitors at the houses of the poor, and 
the success of the Services for Women, the notable feature about which was 
that they were conducted in a great measure by ladies, whose addresses were of 
great value. He earnestly impressed on the meeting the importance of the 
work among the foreign Jews in the Kast End, so that they should not become 
a danger and a reproach to the community, 

Mr. N.S, JosepH, in moving a vote ot thanks to the visitors, expressed the 
belief that one of the reasons which induced German-speaking patients ™ 
prefer the German Hospital was that they were sure the docter Would 
understand tLeir description of their ailments. A specie’ arrangement 
might, therefore, be made at other hospitals sn a8 the Metro- 
politan for German speaking doctors to in attendance at stated 
hours.
